NOVEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4,47 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  November  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $4.47  per  hundredweight  for  milk,  testing  3,5%.  A butterfat 
differential  of  7.1  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum 
price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend 
price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.47  price  for  November  1963  is  the  same  as  the  October  1963  price, 
and  9 cents  above  the  November  1962  price.  This  $4,47  blend  price  includes 
about  38$  per  cwt . derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers  under 
the  ’’Louisville  Plan"  in  April,  May  and  June, 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  19,546,455  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  during  November  1963,  of  which  15,472,742  pounds  or  79,2% 
was  utilized  in  Class  I by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  1.7%  from 
October  1963.  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  down  1.4%  from 
October  1963. 


DECEMBER  CLASS  1 PRICE  $4.36 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  November  basic  formula  price  of  $3,16  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  December. 

This  price  of  $4.36  is  1 cent  above  the  November  Class  I price. 


PARITY  INDEX  AND  PARITY  RATIO  UNCHANGED 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm 
Wage  Rates,  remained  at  311  on  November  15.  This  Index  has  not  changed  since 
mid- August  and  has  been  311  for  nine  out  of  eleven  months  so  far  this  year. 
The  November  Index  was  one  percent  higher  than  a year  earlier,  however,  and 
the  highest  record  for  the  month. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  remained  at  241  percent  of  the 
1910-14  average,  during  the  month  ending  November  15,  or  one  percent  below  a 
year  earlier. 

With  the  indexes  of  both  prices  receiA/ed  and  prices  paid  by  farmers 
unchanged  from  October,  the  Parity  Ratio  remained  at  77,  the  lowest  for  the 


month  since  1933.
